We find im the last number of « Life Tilus- 
trated,” an article entitled “A Day with 
Washington Irving,” from which we clip the 
following - 

“+ Beopie,” mid be, with one of Be genial 
mmiles, «have extraordinary ideas about av- 
thors. They think they make their books as 
the spider spine bis wed, and can turn then 
out of hand as fast as need be, covers and all. 
Nearty evesy mail brings me a letter from some 
literary sssoct Tul of ty oped. 
sad asking me to give them a complete set of 
my teveleeblec works. I never answer such 
episties now. I wonder they are not ashamed 
to beg in that way; but, the truth is, they do 
it in iguorance. 

“The name of Sir Walter Scott was men- 
tioned, and Mr. Irving spoke very warmly in 
his praise. He was a ‘ Acerfy man,’ a ‘ prince- 
ly man,’ a thoroughly ‘ good feliow,’ as Moore 
calls him. Loeckhart’s ‘Life of ” he 
thought, need not have contained quite so 
many herrers. Scott bore his reverses like « 
man, retained s degree of cheerfulness to the 
last, and never, until bis health tailed, was an 





him « littl. Alluding to Tom Moore, Mr. 
Irving said that be took extraordinary pains 
with all he wrote. He used to compose his 
poetry walking up and down a gravei-walk in 
bis garden, and when he had « line, « couplet, 
or 6 stanza polished to his mind, he would go 
toa litthe summerhouse near by, and write it 
down. He used to think ten lines a good day's 
work, and would keep a little poem by him for 
weeks, waiting for a single word. 

“We spoke of te exceeding beauty of the 
view from the window, which he permitted us 
to admire without cramming its charms down 
our throats, as the way is with some country 
geutiemen whose windows look out pon a fine 
prospect. By degrees the conversation tarned 
upon Engiand—Engiish scenery, English cot- 
tages, and, Gnally, to our great delight, upon 
English literature. and the literary men with 
whom he had been familiar. He spoke loving- 
ly of Rogers, the banker-poet. Alluding to 
the wealth of Rogers, and the general poverty 
of (iterary men, be said, «If a merchant den- 
derbead makes 4 million, me one \« earprived, 
but if am author gets his bread and cheese, they 
pets paragrgph in the papers shout it, so as- 
tomishing does it appear to people.’
